After 
being educated at Clongowes Wood College, 
Mr. Macaulay served his apprenticeship to 
the solicitors’ profession with his father, the 
late Mr. Peter Macaulay. He qualified ds : 
solicitor in 1901, and in November, 1923, was 
called to the Bar in both Ulster and the Fre 
State. _ As a solicitor Mr. Macaulay had an 
extensive practice. In addition to histrionic 
and musical gifts, Mr. Macaulay had con- 
siderable talent as an artist, and he produced 
many excellent portraits and caricatures of 
notabilities on the Bench and among his 
colleagues in the legal profession.

FEW SURPRISES AT PORT- 
MARNOCK. 


(By Our Specian CoRRESPONDENT.) 


FIRST 


[t was an exceptionally heavy day at Port- 
marnock Instr, The first pair went ont 
at 10.30 sharp, and the last of the competitors 
in the second round left at five minutes to 
5 o'clock. When the final result came to hand 
it was close on 8 o'clock, and there’ would 
scarcely have been light enough to play even 
one tie hole in comfort. The conditions vere, 
fortunately, favourable in every respect, for 
there was not much wind (just enough to 
make the golf interesting for the player), and 
for those who had to wait for the start of 
those matches in which they were interested 
the space in front of the club-house, fringed 
with a wealth of blooms of various colourings, 
was a pleasant spot, indeed. As the evenin 
wore on, however, the light became dull, a 
with the distant hills obscured in a heavy 
mist a break in the weather seemed immi- 
nent ; but, fortunately, thé day’s golf was 220t 
through without the least interference fro 
the weather. 

At the close of a thoroughtTy g 
day’s golf only one or two of,the competitors 
who were fancied to do well in the tournament 
had passed out. There were, .in fact, a few 
mild surprises. In the top half of the draw 
Frank McConnell seemed to. be the one most 
likely to give Major Hezlet his hardest match, 
for the young Queen’s University golfer had 
been playing excellent golf last week in the 
practice rounds and in the Barton Shield final. 
But he\ went under to D. Wilson Smyth on 
the nineteenth green, in a mach which was 
one of the best contested of the sixty-four de- 
cided. Then there was the elimination of J. 
LL. Crabbe, the West of Ireland champion, by 
the Right Hon. A. B. Babington, the 
Attorney-General of Northern Ireland, who 
beat his more fancied opponent on the home 
green; while another old-time championship 
player, in J. F. Jamieson, suffered defeat by 
James Henderson at the sixteenth green. In 
the morning Dr. J. D. MacCormack had put 
out a fairly strong cross-Channel player in G. 
C. Stokoe, winning rather comfortably after 
taking the first three holes, and turning as 
many holes up; but in the afternoon when he 
went ‘out with M. McDevitt, of Castlerock, he 
did not do so well, and was brought to the 
eighteenth for his win by 2 up. The former 
Close champion had no reason, however, to 
fully extend himself, for he was never in the 
least danger of defeat, but he will be well 
tried out to-day when he goes out withaCaptain 
Bailey, of Roya) Dublin. The fatter, \in his 
match with C. J. Lee, had bogey after bogey 
to the thirteenth green, where the long 
sequence ended. And yet, though Bailey 
turned 4 up on the Delgany player, he won 
by only two holes, Lee making a great fight 
of it on the way in. | 


FORMER CHAMPION’S TWO WINS. 


Some of the steadiest golf of the day was 
played by the winner of the year before last 
at Dollymount, E. F. Spiller. In the morn- 
ing, with J.. J. McGowran, he reached) the 
turn in 38, for a lead of six holes, the \only 
hole of the nine which the Hermitage man 
won being the second, where Spiller required 
5, and then in a splendid match against M. 
Crowley he won on the last green. This was 
one of the best matches of the series, but the 
Ulsterman was the more reliable around 
and on the greens, and after losing 
the first two holes he settled down 
to such sgood purpose that when the 
ninth was played he had converted the 
deficit into a lead of one. When Crowley 
took the 13th ‘and 14th for the lead once 
more, he seemed to have a rare chance of 
pulling off the match; in fact, after being 
bunkered at the 15th, which he lost, he was 
left with a yard putt on the 16th for the 
hole and the match, but he failed to get 
it down, and that brought about his down- 
fall; for.

J. Arnott, the captain of the Coombe Hi}! 

The latter match was one 
of the bestplayed in the round. Moore was 
putting so well that at the turn he owed his 
four holes lead chiefly to his excellent work 
on the greens, but a good recovery by his 
opponent reduced the deficit to two at the 
15th, and had Arnott, being putting well, the 
match would have gone further than it did.

Manley was not so fortunate with 
his pulled second shot, for it found the bunker 
a few yards ahead of where the Scotsman’s 
ball lay, and though he got wel out, he was 
unable to hole the long putt, and a 4 gave 
the Carnoustie golfer the match by one hole. 


A STURDY VETERAN. 


Two notable performances were accom- 
plished by H. M. Cairnes, who may well be 
described as the veteran of the tournament. 
In the forenoon he started poorly against P. 
A. Bell, who took a lead of three over the 
first five, but then Cairnes settled down to 
steady golf, and with a 4 at the 6th, 5 at 
the 7th, and 4 at the 8th, he had wiped out 
his arrears at the turn. Bell fell away on 
the return journey. For the six holes of 
the last nine played, Cairns was but one 
over fours, and won by 4 and 3, ‘The winner 
subsequently had the longest match of the 
dav, when he went out with E. J. Whit- 
croft, of Delgany, the match ending ta 
the 20th green in. favour of Cairnes.

INDIAN GOVERNMENT'S 
ANNOUNCEMENT.

Doubts have been expressed, in certain 
quarters as to this Government’S‘intention in 


the matter of maintaining exchange at one] 


shilling and sixpence per rupee, in vie of the 
postponement of consideration of the Currency 
Bill in the Legislature. The Government of 
India desire to make it clear that, in accord- 
ange with the announcement made in the Press 
communiqué of the 4th August, 1926, they 
will continue to take such steps as may be 
necessary to prevent any undue fluctuation in 
the exchange value of the rupee, in order to 
confine the movement of exchange within the 
approximate upper and Jower gold points as 
calculated on the basis of a one shilling and 
sixpence gold rupee, namely. one shilling six 
and three-sixteenth pence and one shilling and 
five and-thfeé-quarter pence respectively.

The whole Irish people will sorrow to- 
day with the stricken village of Drum- 
collogher, where, by dréadful mischance, 
one in every nineteen of the inhabitants 
has perished. We record elsewhere the 
details of the hideous accident. On 
Sunday night a cinematograph perform- 
ance was given in the upper hall of a 
store in the village. All the reports which 
have reached us agree that the hall was

Drum- 
collogher lies on the border of the Counties 
of Limerick and Cork, thirty-six miles 
from the City of Limerick—so remote 
from the amenities of civilisation that, 
twenty years ago, \the late Mr. Percy 
French made it the subject of a jesting 
song. Naturally, then, the villagers 
welcomed the unwonted entertainment, 
and on Sunday night the upper room of 
the store was thronged with men, women 
and children..At an early stage of the per- 
formance a film went afire ; theAblaze seems 
to have extended to other films on a table. 
and in a few moments the place was in 
flames and. became a death-trap. Panic, 
as was inevitable, seized upon the helpless 
‘throng ; women and children were burned 
to death or were suffocated in the con- 
gested passage, and others were killed 
when the wooden floor of" the hall 
collapsed. The descriptions of ‘the scene 
are horrible,- but»no description could be 
more grimly graphic than the bald figures 
of the death-roll: Of the roomful of one 
hundred and fifty persons fifty perished, 
including fifteen of the. twenty children 
who were present; and the injured that 
did. not perish were very few.

_ The Spanish Crisis. 

. The strictness of the official censorship 
continues to prevent the receipt of trust- 
worthy news from Spain; but the brief 
announcements which have been made by 
the Spanish Government indicate that the 
situation in that country is very grave. 
Issue seems to have been joined definitely 
between General Primo de Rivera and the 
military caste which has been the ruling 
force in Spain for so many years. The 
trouble began some days ago, when the 
head of the Artillery Corps made a 
demonstration of defiance against the 
Government which amounted to the 
proclamation of a bloodless revolution. 
General Primo de Rivera acted with 
admirable promptness. He sent at: once 
to San Sebastian for the King; martial 
law was proclaimed over the whole 
country, and immediate steps were taken 
to safeguard the public peace. The Chief 
of Staff, with a battalion of infantry, 
visited the headquarters of the lat 
Regiment of Artillery, and, having 
surrounded the _barracks, demanded: the 
instant surrender of its commandant. 
Similar action was taken in the case of 
the 10th and 12th Regiments, whose senior 
officers were arrested ift their private 
houses. Only in a few cases was. there 
the least resistance. In Pampeluna a 
lieutenant and private were killed and a 
sergeant and private wete wounded; but 
Andalusia and Catalonia, where 
sedition was very strong, the malcontents 
are reported to have given themselves up 
to the authorities without protest. 

According. to the official report, th: 
whole Corps wf Artillery has ‘been 
disbanded, and the situatiop throughout 
the country is '“ normal.” Unfortunately, 
one cannot place much confidence in state- 
ments of this kind. French correspondents 
‘in frontier towns report that the move- 
ment against the Dictator has spread to 
every section of the Spanish Army, and 
that the disaffected troops at Barcelona 
and elsewhere are preparing for civil war. 
There seems to be little doubt that a 
serious crisis has-been reached in the 
history of the Spanish Kingdom. When the 
Directory was formed it had the support 
of the military party, 
opposed parliamentary government 
and welcomed a régime of absolutism. 
General Primo de Rivera, however, not 
only was a dictator; he proved himself 
to be a reformer, and one of the first

army. The military juntas diseovered their 


mistake when General Primo de Rivera 


inaugurated a new plan of promotion in 
the army whereby the rich plums of high 
rank would fall to who had 
themselves in the field 
rather than to the aristocratic embusqués, 
whose inefficiency in the past had brought 
so many bitter defeats to the arms of 
Spain. The present struggle, therefore, 
may be regarded as a fight -between vested 
interests and fhe dynamic forces. of 
If the army wins, Spain will 
relapse into her old, somnolent ways.

General Primo de Rivera’s “revolution” 
was an obvious and belated copy of the 
Mussolini movement in Italy; but the 
Fascist revival was spontaneous.

Fascism was a popular 
movement in the real sense of the term;

volution. The Spanish Dictatorship, en the 
other hand, had no basis in popular 
desire. The people were not consulted by 
General Primo de Rivera, and, if they had 
been consulted, they probably would have 
expressed their complete indifference. As 
a nation they not interested in 
politics: their one real wish is to be left 
alone, and they have very little sympathy 
with the intrigues of the ruling classes 
which ‘are manceuvring constantly for 
power. For that reason Spain never will be 
likely to follow Italy’s lead. Individuals 
may try to centuries of 
national stagnation, but the inertia «f the 
Spanish character anchors ‘the pedpie 
‘firmly to the past, and all such efforts. are 
foredoomed to failure. Spain has her own 
destiny to fulfil. She can contribute much 
to the common: store of culture. Her 
influence can be of great service to 
humanity; but those who think that she 
can recover a leading place among the 
progressive nations of the world are likely 
to be disappointed. 
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Pjoneers in Zululand. 


A moving story is told by a cor espon- 
Ndent of The Times, who describes hie lost 
endeavours of some settlers in Zululand. 
Kast of the Transvaal lie ——* 
“ low veldt,’’ with thickly-bushed va eys 
traversed by reedy watercourses. Big 
game hunters in thespast have enjoyed 
good sport in this region, but it is only 
sparsely inhabited ; for tribes settling there 
have fallen victims to malaria. Years ago 
a German pioneer experimented in the 
growing of cotton in Northern Zululand 
and was highly successful. The Union 
Government recalled his experiments and 
sent officials to investigate the suitability 
of the region for gotton-raising, confident 
that scientific bo senraáy could protect 
settlers against the fever that attacked 
‘natives. Favourable reports led to the 
surveying of farms, the construction of a 
railway and the sale of land to white 
settlers at a cost ranging between 15s. and 
37s. 6d. an acre, according to locality. An 
excellent type of settler came in, erected 
-homesteads, cleared the bush and planted 
cotton. The first season’s Crop failed. The 
second, with a larger acreage, was ruined 
by floods when the chief fear had 
been drought. This year is the third 
year of the experiment, and drought 


has ruined the third crop. To-day 
the plight of the brave and per- 
tevering men who set out to tame a 


wild soil is pitiful. Many have invested 
up to £4,000 on their holdings and have 
received back but a tenth of their outlay. 
They represent the finest type of colonial 
pioneer—manly fellows who have staked 
their whole small capital on the hope of 
building up careers by arduous and enter- 
prising labour. To-day, although encou-

Children of Revolution. 


There would be few wars and revolu- 
tions if fomenters of strife could be con- 
fronted with the suffering that conflict 
brings upon children, innocent of blame. 
A writer in the Manchester Guardian 
describes the army of ragged children that 
infests the streets of Moscow—waifs. and 
strays that swarm at the tramway halting

tells how he knows not a mother’s kisses, 
how his bed is the cold, damp stones, his 
dinner a bone .retrieved from the dust-

with the whine of a professional beggar.

Despair- 
ing parents in the Volga fields smuggled 
their little ones into trains bound for 
Moscow, vaguely hoping that they would 
pick up a living in the streets of the 
capital.

When winter 
comes these children depart*in hundreds 
for the South. As a train draws near to 
Tiflis or Baku, small figures, bearing sacks, 
appear and leap desperately from the 
slowing train.

It has been found that open doors 
alone will create confidence in these little, 
wild creatures. Only when a boy is con- 
vinced that he is not being detained by 
force will he cease to watch for the oppor- 
tunity of escape. Workshops, in which 
boys are trained to some simple handi- 
craft, have produced hopeful results, and 
sympathetic instructors sometimes per- 
suade lads to take up regular study and 
to acquire settled habits.

SOUTH AFRICA AND 
TAXATION. 


The Secretary of the Association of British 
Chambers of Commerce has been informed by 
the High Commissioner for the Union of 
South Africa, that he has received a com- 
munication from the Commissioner of Inland 
Revenue, Pretoria, stating that Section 18 


of Act 40 of 1925 (Income Tax Act, 1925) 
was repealed 


with retrospective effect by 
Section 7 of Act 36 of 1926 (Income Tax 
Act, 1926). . i 

'This announcement, means. that the-Section 
18” “of the Union Act, No. 40, 1925, has been 
repealed. 

The section reads :—' When any sale of 
goods is effected by any agent 
within the Union for or on behalf 
of any person outside the Union or 
the mandated territory of South-West 
Africa, or whose chief office or place of busi- 
ness is outside the Union or such territory, 
the person for whom, or'on whose behalf, 
such sale is effected by the agent shall be 
deemed to have derived therefrom a taxable 
income from a source within the Union, and 
the following provisions shall be applicable 
thereto :— | 

“ (a) The taxable income deemed to be so 
derived shall; if such taxable income cannot, 
in the opinion of the Commissioner, be other- 
wise satisfactorily determined, be an amount 
equal to five pounds per centun: upon the net 
er which the goods’ in question were 
sold. - 
““ (b) A’ sale shall-be deemed to have been 
effected by án agent within the Union if any 
person within the Union received, or became 
entitled to receive a commission in respect 
of the sale of such goods for, on or behalf of, 
any person outside, or whose chief office or 
place of business is outside the Union or the 
said territory, or was or becamé entitled to 
be paid a salary for obtaining orders for or 
influencing the sale of such goods, and every 
person receiving or being entitled to receive 
any such commission .or salary shall be 
deemed to béan agent for the purposes of 
this ‘section:”’ se 

Agents of British firms trading in South 
Africa are, therefore, no longer liable for 
taxation on sales -of goods. : ' 

The Association of British Chambers of 
Commerce are pressing this subject on the at- 
tention of the Imperial Conference, and 
express the opinion that it is satisfactory to 
find that the Government of South -Africa 
already realises the undesirability of imposing 
discriminative legislation of this kind.

A FILM OF THE WEEK. 


“ THE BLACKBIRD ” AT THE 
A METROPOLE. c 


-An interest beyond the average .always 
attaches to a new film in which Lon Chaney 
figures. He is an actor who, beyond all 
others, displays an aptitude for the creation 
of film characters, especially of the gruesome 
type; his personations, for instance, of 
Quasimodo, the Hunchback of Notre Name, 
and the Phantom of the Opera, were master- 
pieces. This power is evident in his latest 
film, ‘‘ The Blackbird,’’ now on view at the 
Metropole Cinema. , 

In this story, which is concerned with the 
life of the underworld in London’s East End, 
Lon Chaney plays a Jekyll and Hyde part, 
figuring in the one róle as “ she Blackbird,” 
a notorious East End ‘‘ crook,’ and in the 
other as the crippled keeper of a Limehouse 
Rescue Mission. In the ordinary course 
dual character pérsonations are matters of 
no undue difficulty to film actors, but in this 
effort Chaney has attempted to play the dual 
réle without recourse to artificial aids to 


' ““ make-up,’ such as were used in some of 


his other creations. Not even false whiskers, 
or spectacles has he called to his aid, and 
yet the transformation from one character to 
the other takes place with an amazing reality. 

Here, in full view of audience, the 
actor is able to twist tHoge nimble limbs 
of his into-an apparently paralysed condition 
—a wriggle of the shoulder gives him a 
hunched-up back, and there he stands, a 
pitiful deformed creature ,whose face and 
eyes depict the. life-long suffering of the 
cripple. His bearing and his facial ex- 
pression suggest the ascetic, and one can 
readily understand how such a _ patient, 
enduring creature would win friends among 
the classes with whom he associated in the 
Limehouse world. As the cripple he had 
come to be known as ‘The Bishop.” As 
keeper -of the Mission House. he falls in love 
with a music hall girl, who is one of a 
slumming party, and promises her a diamond 
collar which one of the other ladies wears. 
In the party, however, is a West End 
‘* crook ” who has promised the same collar 
to the girl. The West End robber gets 
the diamond collar, but :t is stolen from him 
by the Blackbird. The girl, however, falls 
in loye with '' West End Bertie,” as he is 


known, and they. <:ppear before ‘‘ The 
Bishop,” asking him to marry them. 


The succeeding scenes are full of excite- 
ment, culminating in a great piece of acting 
by Chaney, .who, as the Blackbird, is run 
to earth by: detectives. While they are 
breaking into his roems he transforms him- 
self- into the character of the cripple, but 
sustains injuries from which he dies. 

The film is just a little bit weak, and is 
not too clear in its final scenes, but other- 
wise itis a triumph for Lon Chaney, who has 
added one toyhistmany great character studies. 
Renée Adorée} ifi, the music hall artiste, 
and Owen Moore asl.West End Bertie, also 
play very well, and the minor parts are 
capably filled

THE STORY OF 
From Our SPFECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 
LIMERICK, Monday. 

Drumecollogher to-day is a village of 
mourners. Nearly every one of its in- 
habjtants lost a relative or a dear friend 
in the disaster that occurred last night, 
when a hall in which a cinematograph per- 
formance was being given was destroyed 
bv fire. 

All day the grim task of searching the 
ruins has been going on, and at the hour 
of writing the bodies of forty-eight of the 
fictims had been recovered. Many were 
charred beyond recognition, and only eight 
pr nine have been identified. It cannot be 
ttated definitely that the death roll is 
complete. Canon Begle¥}*the parish priest, 
and the Civic Guards are taking a census 
of the village and district, and it may be 
that one or two names remain to be added 
to the list. 

Nine persons are in Croom Hospital. 
guffering from severe burns. Many others 
who were injured were treated by the local 
doctor. : ia 

The scenes to-day have been heartrend- 
fing. For hours, men, women and children 
have stood at the ruins watching the 
searchers at their gruesome work, and 
waiting anxiously for some trace of a miss- 
Ing friend. As bodies have been carried 
out women have fainted and become 
hysterical. 

THE HALL. . 

I have heard the story of the disaster 
from many lips. The accounts differ 
slightly in matters of detail, but by collat- 
ing them I can give what I believe to be 
gn accurate report of what happened.

This was the second occasion on which 
pictures had been shown in the hall. The 
first occasion was on the previous Sunday. 
Mr. William Forde, a native of Drum- 
collogher, had bought the projection 
machine a short time before, and, in con- 
junction with Mr. Patrick Downey, of 42 
King street, Cork, a skilled operator, had 
decided to start the cinema on a business 
footing. It was their intention to give 
entertainments -every Wednesday and 
Sunday. The charge for admission was 
ninepence. 

Mr. Forde had not obtained a licence 
for the hall. 
~ The cinema proved a great attraction, 
and on Sunday night the small hail was 
packed with people who come not only 
from the village itseligZbut from the ad- 
joining villages of Jeenagh, Broadford, 
Milford and Kilmeedy and the surround- 
ing districts. It is estimated that at least 
hetween 150 and 200 people were in the 
hall when the fire started. About one- 
fourth of those present perished in the 
flames. . i 

The show was scheduled to start at nine 
o'clock, but did not start until about 
twenty minutes past nine. The screen had 
been erected at the rear of the hall in 
front of a little ante-room. The projec- 
tion instrument was placed on a little 
table about twenty feet from the door. 
Just inside the door there was a large 
table on which were placed two candles, 
one at each end. At one side of the table 
the reels of films were piled, and on the 
other, nearest the door, Mr. Forde took 
the money from the persons who entered.

The entertainment had been in progress 
for about ten minutes—the film shown was

Some man 
inside the hall shouted that everything 
would be alright, and that the people 
should get back to the rear of the hall. 
Those who took his advice were soon cut 
off from the only exit. | 

Many members of the audience rushed 
fhrough the fire to the exit to safety. The 
heat added to the trials of those remain- 
ing. They were trapped as far as that 
exit was concerned, and in their fury to 
escape turned their attention towards the 
windows. Men and women and children 
were thrown down in this rush and 
trampled on. Men fought wildly for the 
windows. Those that could wrenched the 
bars from their fastenings, but, after all, 
only a small number succeeded in paving 
their lives in this wise. 


A DREADFUL PICTURE. 

The fire spread rapidly, eating up the 
wooden floor of this structure. The smoke, 
too, was overwhelming, and many of the 
already doomed men, women and children 
must have died by suffocation. Picture a 
solid mass of shrieking, frantic, maddened 
humanity thus entrapped! Portion of the 
floor collapsed“and carried with it not a 
few down into a flaming pit! Heart- 
rending cries went up and could be heard 
above the crackling noise of the burning 
woodwork. 

A crowd had gathered outside, but there 
never was a more helpless crowd. They 
were utterly powerless to go to the assist- 
ance of those who were still engaged in 
their desperate struggle for life. It is 
true that they tried, but they were driven 
back again and again by fire and smoke 
and falling débris. 

Within half-an-hour after the outbreak 
the xr completely collapsed, and all 
hope 4 gaving the occupants was at an 
end. a 
Many of thg survivors were burnt ex- 
tensively in their efforts to burst through 
the” flames, or were injured in jumping 
from the windows. All these were removed 
to Croom Hospital, or were attended to by 
the local doctor. | 

Immediately the word of the fire had 
been passed around the villagers thronged 
to the scene, and, under the instructions 
of the Civic Guards, worked might and 
main to stop the flames from spreading 
to the adjacent houses. Water was brought 
up in buckets and barrels from the small 
stream that passes through the village. 
Three ‘ricks of hay at the back of the 
cinema hall caught fire and blazed 
furiously. Endeavours to quench the 
flames were useless, and so the people 
confined themselves to preventing the fire 
from spreading. Within an hour the 
building had been razed to the ground, 
leaving only the bare walls, illuminated 
by the glowing furnace below. The fire 
was so fierce while it lasted that 1t was

the hall when the film went on fire, gave 
the following account of the disaster :— 

‘The last picture was just being shown, 
when there was a blaze, just as if a flash- 
light picture was being taken. ‘Those in 
front looked round in fright, and, seeing the 
blaze, they jumped upon the seats. At this 
time the women and children wer screaming. 
The operator and those with shouted 
that there was no cause for panic; that the 
fire would be quickly extinguished; and that 
part of the audience should go up to the 
further end of the rooin. Many did so, but 
others made for the exit. 

“We got jammed in the door, and in the 
rush to get awav many people were hurt. 
As we were getting out we? could hear the 
heartrending screeches of the women, and 
the shouts of the men behind the screen of 
the fire, which was growing in intensity every 
minute, and which prevented us from seeing 
what was happening. Also the smoke was 
getting so thick that, although we were at 
the door and making our way down the 
ladder, it blinded us. 

“When we got outside we found that a 
lee number of people from the village had 

ollected, and buckets of water were pro- 
cured, but in a few. minutes the place re- 
sembled a furnace, and we could not go near 
it. The ladder leading to the cinema col- 
lapsed. Still we were able to get out some 
of the people, though they were injured in 
falling. “á 

“ I do not think that many others escaped. 
It was all too awful. They were trapped like 
rats in a cage. I will never forget it. The 
ouly people who escaped were those who were 
between the fire and the door, with the ex- 
ception of a few who were able to get through 
the windows at the top of the hall.” 


SERGEANT’S STORY.

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SUGGESTION HOW DISASTER 
OCCURRED. 
From Otr Own CORRESPONDENT. 
ee. CORK, Monday. 

In an interview to-day, Sergeant Long 
said:—‘‘I and Guard Davis were on duty in 
the hall. The performance was timed for 
9 o'clock, On a table near the door were 
several rolls of films ready for use and two 
candles. I extinguished one of the candles, 
the one which remained alight being at a safe 
distance from the rolls of films. There was no 
one at the table except a man named 
Benson, an American visitor, and myself. We 
were talking, and taking no interest in the 
performance, which was being witnessed by 
about one hundred.and fifty people, many of 
whom were women and children. Most of 
the audience were from the town, while there 
were many from the country districts around. 


THE BLAZING FILM. 

‘* A quarter of an hour or twenty miftutes 
after the performance started one of the films 
on the table caught fire. I made a grab at 
the blazing film and pulled it off the table. 
At that moment a civilian came rushing along 
and struck the film with his cap. This ha 
the effect of spreading the flames and igniting 
the other films. Just then the alarm was 
raised, and there was a stampede towards the 
entrance, which was narrow. 

“The doorway was three-and-a-half feet 
wide, with a stair leading to the ground floor 
of the ‘building. Mr. Benson and I were 
thrown out in the stampede, but I succeeded 
in knocking the burning film off the table and 
kicked it down the stairway. All the films 
were now ablaze. Guard Davis, who was in 
the centre of the hall, rushed for the entrance 
door, calling on the people to follow him. 
Someone in the body of the hall, wher® the 
cinema machine and operator were located, 
shouted “ Go back, it’s all right,” and those

PRIESTS SsexhcH RUINS. 


Water was thrown on the glowing ruins 


‘in an attempt to get at those who perished 


in the flames. By midnight, when it be- 
came possible to do so, search was made 
for any living persons without avail. 

The three priests of the parish, Canon 
Begley, P.P.; F ather O'Callaghan (who 
lost his mother in the fire), and Father 
Punch, searched the ruins and the houses 
around for the injured to give them the 
last rites and consolations of the Church. 
Nobody went to bed last night in Drum- 
collogher; a ceaseless vigil was kept over 
the smouldering building. 

With the first break of the dawn the 
men-folk of the village got to work in re- 
moving the bodies from the ruins. It “- 
a ghastly job. Many bodies were foun 
piled in a charred disfigured heap. ar 
bodies were sorted out, and the task 0 
identification began. — Later the bodies 
were placed in coffins and removed to the 
church.

TERROR-STRICKEN.

“é Mr. Walsh, Postmaster, who was present, 
and who remained quite cool nd collected, 
rendered invaluable aid to those who suc- 
ceeded in escaping from the burning building, 
and rescued a woman.

THE REGULATIONS. 


SAFEGUARDS AGAINST 
FIRE | 

The Cinematograph Act, 1909, is in 
force in the Irish Free State. An Act to 
make better provision Íor securing saíety 
at cinematograph and other exhibitions, it 
makes provision against cinematograph 
exhibitions, except in licensed or 
temporarily approved premises, and con- 
«fers power o- entry by a constable or 
appointed officer into any premises to 
see if ‘the provisions oi the Act are being 
carried out. i 

Section 7 Sub-Section 2 of the Act states 
that where the premises are used occasion- 
ally and not. on more than six days in any 
one calendar vear for the purpose of. such an 
exhibition it shall not, be necessary to obtain 
a licence under the, Act, if the eccupier has 
given to the Comhty Council and to the 
chief officer of pojice of the police area not 
less than seven flays before the exhibition, 
notice in writing’ of his intention so to use 
the premises and complies with the regula- 
tions made by the Secretary of State (or 
Lord Lieutenant of Ireland) under the Act, 
and, subject to such regulations, with any

O Imperial Conference in London, 
General Hertzog last night made an im- 
portant speech, emphasising South Africa’s 
independence, and also fiercely attacking 
those who desire to retain the Union Jack 
as the South African national flag. 

“ 1 shall urge at the Imperial Confer- 
ence,’’ he said, “ that the necessary steps 
be taken to see thdt our national status 
is equal to gs g Great Britain and the

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other Dominio and that our title to 
international recognition be so published 
and declared to the world. We no longer 
will have men pretending igngrance of the 
facts and causing irreparable mischief. 

““ With the consciousness that I am the 
representative of a free, independent 
nation, fully accepted into the comity of 
nations, I shall proceed to the Imperial 
Confgrence in full conviction that in our 
relations with Great Britain and the other 
Dominions there lies the surest guarantee 
of our future welfare and prosperity.”’ 

The main part of Premier Hertzog’s 
speech dealt with the flag issue. He 
argued that South Africa, as an inde- 
pendent nation, must huvg an independent 
flag. He >refused to consider that the 
Union Jack‘pr the Dutch Vierkleur should 
be part of the new flag. 

“To deny to us, who ar> citizens of a 
union,” he said, ‘‘ the right to have our 
own flag is not only unreasonable, but 
selfish and mean. It is an insult to every 
individual who has national self-respect.’’ 

He added that the Government would 
not object to the incorporation of the 
Crown in the design of the new flag if the 
committee recommended it.

PROSPERITY WITHIN THE 
BRITISH EMPIRE.

- CAPE TOWN, Monday. 

General Hertzog addressed a packed and 
enthusiastic meeting at the City Hall this 
evening, on the eve of his departure to attend 
the Imperial Conference. The major portion 
of the Premier’s speech was devoted to the 
flag question. 

He declared that the questions would have 
to be dealt with at the Conference in a 
national. and imperial and “world spirit. 
They would have to be approached by them 
in a national South African spirit, which 
should transcend all party and race feeling, 
and would weld, not\sever, the bond of na- 
tional union and solidaNty which could alone 
ensure to South Africa happiness and pros- 
perity, and alone guarantee her a place in 
the British Commonwealth of free nations, 
which would give permanency and stability 
to that Commonwealth. 


THE UNION JACK. 

He fully respected what so many~ sincerely 
felt towards .the Union Jack, which repre- 
sented the history and greatness of their 
country, and honoured them for the national 
ties which bound them to that flag; but 
that also entailed the duty of not allowing 
the Union Jack to be abused for political 
or other purposes. 

The Prime Minister then denounced the 
opposition to the demand for a national flag, 
particularly the agitation by the, Society of 
Sons of England, declaring that this was a

Regulations, dated April 20th, 1910, were 
made by the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland 
under the Cinematograph Act, 1909, -and 


used for cinematograph or other similar 
exhibitiops to which the Act applies, unless 
it be provided with an adequate number of 
clearly indicated exits so placed and main- 
tained as readily to afford the audience 


ample means of egress. The seating shall be 
so arranged as to interfere with free 
access to the exits; md the gangways and 


the staircases and the passages leading to 
the exits shall, during the presence of the 
public in the building, be kept clear of 
obstructions. The cinematograph operator 
and all persons responsible for, or employed 
in or in connection with, the exhibition shall 
take all due precautions for the prevention 
of accidents, and shall abstain from any act 
whatever which tends to cause fire and is not 
reasonably necessary for the purpose of the 
exhibition. 

Orders are made for the provision of fire 
appliances adequate for the protection of the 
building, to include at least a damp _blanket, 
two buckets of water and a bucket of dry 
sand. In a building used habitually for the 
purpose of cinematograph or other similar 
exhibitions they shall also include a sufficient 
number of hand grenades and other portable 
fire-extinguishers. : 

The fire appliances, the regulations state, 
shall be so disposed that there shall be 
sufficient means of dealing with fire readily 
available for use within the enclosure. 
Before the commencement of each perform- 
ance the cinematograph operator shall 
satisfy himself that the fire appliances in- 
tended for use within the enclosure are in 
working order, and during the performance 
such appliances shall be in the charge of some 
person specially nominated for that purpose 
who shall see that they are kept constantly 
available for use. a 

Regulations are also made regarding the 
placing of the cinematograph apparatus in a 
substantial, fire-resisting construction; and, 
regarding lighting. 

The Dublin Corporation by-laws applying 
to all theatres or places of public resort, 
made under the Dublin Corporation Act of 
1890 provides, among other things, that 
where a portion of the audience is to be ac- 
commodated over or at a higher level than 
others of the audience, a separate means of 
exit communicating directly with the street 
shall be provided from each floor or level. 
One additional exit, at the least, commun- 
cating with the different levels and opening 
directly into: the street must also be 
provided. , 

All doors and barriers shall be made to 
open outwards. | 

All gangways, passages and staircases in- 
tended for the exit of the audience shall be 
kept entirely free from chairs or any other 
obstructions. |

OFFICIAL REPORT. 


MR. CHURCHILL’S QUESTIONS 
The fofficial report of the interview 
between members of the Cabinet and the 
representatives of the Mining Association at 
10 Downing street, London, was issued last 
evening. It stated that :— :

Churchill, Prasidees Sir Laming Worth- 
ington-Evans, Mr. W. C. Bridgeman, Sir 
Arthur Steel-Maitland and Colonel G. R.

Mr. Churchill informed the Mining Associa-

DISTRICT AGREEMENTS. 


As to details, it was clear that there must 
be district agreements. ‘‘It is perfectly clear 
that this matter can never he settled in all 
its details of wages and hours by a conference 
in London. It has got to be settled in the 
districts; but the extent to which the district 
agreements are related to a national structure, 
the extent’ to which national machinery on 
both sides is to be preserved, that is the issue 
before us at the present time,” ie 
Mr. Churchill, reminding the Association 
that they had argued that the Ministry ought 
to revert to the pre-war system of regulation 
by district eements, said that the Royal 
Commission “did not accept that view. “I 
am nof one those who consider that the 
ion Report is a sort of Bible 
h everything that is quoted is 
necessarily, absolutely authoritative, because 
I think thatwould be putting its credentials 
too high” * 3 : 
The Chancellor then instanced the decision 
of the Royal Commission, that it “ is essential 
that there should be, as there always have 
been, considerable variations in the rates 
of wages in the several districts; but we are 
strongly of opinion that national wage azrev- 
ments should continue.” He added that the 
Association had withdrawn from the position 
which they had taken up in giving evidence 
ore the Commission and at the meeting 
with thesgnen on the 31st March. 


THE '@WNERS’ POSITION. 


Having quoted passages from the speeches 
made bv Mr. Even Williams, the Chancellor 
said that when the stoppage occurred the 
owners’ position was that although they dis- 
liked the idea of a national agreement, they 
were prepared to enter into one. When the 
Government made proposals for a settlement, 
one was that a National Bo&rd should frame 
a national wage and hours’ agreement. While 
the Association sent in a long reply, it con- 
tained “no. specific comment or demurrer 
on this point.” Mr. Churchill emphasised 
that the Association were willing to negotiate 
nationally on the 31st of May, for there was 
“a warning, a veiled threat, that if the 
Government interfered too much with the 
freedom of negotiations between the parties, 
the Mining Association would have to depart 
from their attitude towards national nego- 
tiations, and insist on district negotiations 
only.” 

Mr. Churchill passed to the Eight Hours 
Act, and said that it was a very serious 
thing for the Government to introduce a 
measure for lengthening hours ín coal mines, 
La step greatly resented by large masses of the 
population, a step which was ‘‘ bound to be 
represented as part of a regular scheme and 
policy of lengthening hours.” He then dealt 
with the suggested conditions under which 
the extra hour could’ be permitted, 
and mentioned that the Prime

to these —— by the Ministry ef Labour.” 

Mr. G. Clark (King’s Lynn) in moving the 
resolution, said that it would seem as if the 
agricultural labourer was in a state of com- 
pulsory serfdom, even to-day since he had to 
work for that thirty shillings a week which 
the farmers could scarcely afford to pay, and 
he was to have no possible chance of rising 
above it. , 


Mr. W. Martin (Glanford), in seconding the 
proposal, said that notices had been posted 
up by factories stating that agricultural 
workers would not be employed in the factory. 
It was a dodge on the part of some of the 
farmers to keep them on the land on starvation 
wages. 

\ WORKMEN'S COMPENSATION. 

he Textile Workers’ Union moved another 
resolution, and it was also carried. It ad- 
vocated an amendment of the Workmen's 
Compensation Act. to provide, among other 
things, that disease ising from occupation 
should be scheduled, and that the compensa- 
tion pavable for total disablement should 
be at least seventy-five per cent. of the 
average earnings paid for a full week’s 
normai employment. 

The Congress adjourned until to-day.

‘records of that prince of diarists, Pepys, we 
conclude that the habit of writing down 
the cream of the day’s events must 
have had some strange effect of making 
a man candid ‘and truthful toa degree 
that might nowadays lead to disaster. ‘We 
are too much given to introspection, psycho- 


analysis and sue modern diseases; if 
diary-keeping caught of again as a fasn’es. 
able fad the résults would take too much 
editing, not. to say censoring, before they 
were fit for publication. They had a grue- 
sanfe taste in amusements. in those days. 
Pepys xecords going to Charing Cross to see 
a man hanged, drawn and quartered, and 
states ‘that the unfortunate looked as 
cheerful as any man can do 1% that condition.”’ 
The spectacle seems to have left one onlooker 
at least in a mood to be captious about more 
ordinary ceremonies. 

He complains in the next entry of hearing 
an indifferent sernfon and an ill-sung anthem, 
and grumbles about the shocking conversation 
he overheard between the Duke of York and 
Mrs. Palmer.. Well; he had no business over- 
hearing it, and might,gt least, have had the 
decency to have refrafmed from mentioning 
his eavesdropping propensities. He loved to 
be in the swim as well as any twentieth 
century ‘‘knut’’ who fusses over the latest 
thing in ‘plus’. fours” and scandals. 
‘‘ Hudibras,” being mightily cried up at the 
time as an example of wit, we hear of him 
sallying forth to buy a copy ‘‘again’’: he 
had sampled the stuff before, and the humour 


and he meant to be equal with 
as well as in garb. How- 
ever, ‘‘ Hudibras’’ seems to have been too 
much - for him; further on he speaks of 
borrowing the second part to read. in an 
effort to bring himself to think it witty. 

& FIRST NIGHT PRODUCTION. 

He had a habit, not gone out now, like 
diary-keeping, of clinging to the products of 
his pen in younger days, and speaks sadly of 
looking over a play that he had written when 
at college—‘‘ Love a Cheate ’’—and wondering

His writings give one 
such an impression of authority and /serious- 
ness that an entry dealing with a birthday 
early in the diary comes as a shock. Twenty- 
eight only, and he seems to have put the 
things of youth and early manhood from him 
as foolish trifles, or else his manner of 
handling them gives them a weight that does 
not belong to them. and disguises them 
effectively. 

Faked literature of all kinds, including a 
diary recently published, have successfully 
gulled the public from time to time, but it 
would take an able man to pretend to have 
discovered further writings of Pepys and 
make the world accept them.: No modern 
could hope successfully to copy his style 
unless he was a reincarnation of the man 
himself; he was unique even in his 
own generation. [we ever revive the 
diary habit it will probably be somewhat on 
the lines of the historic entry made by a clerk 
in error in an office ledger instead of in 
his private wnote-book—‘‘ Wrote Julia re 
marriage.’ 8

The quaintly named play, “,Cock o' the 
Roost,’’ at the Gaiety Theatre, Dublin, is 
worth seeing, if only -for the fact that it 
affords Dublin folk an opportunity of seeing 
Mr. Percy Hutchison once again. The well- 
known London actor,, who is supported by 
his full company from the Garrick Theatre, 
finds in this little production plenty of scope 
fo: those talents which have won him such 
wide recognition. 

As ‘*‘ Cock o’ the Roost ” he is very much 
in the part of a breezy philosopher, whose 
philosophy is summed up in the headlines— 
“ Have confidence in yourself and know no 
fear, and you must win through.” With 
these guiding principles, he, a penniless, well- 
educated young man, with no particular 
talents. save the rather: doubtful gift of light- 
hearted good humour and a genius for see-\ 
ing fun in everything, sets out to conquer 
tus world and win a lady’s love. The story 
brings him in the way of an author and his 
family, and he pokes many a sly jest at the 
methods of modern popular novel writers and 
creators of fiction. There is also introduced 
the ever-recurring contrast between the 
women of the present and those of the im- 
mediate past generation, and the young, self- 
confident philosopher has some pointed 
things to say upon this topic, and on the 
management of women. The ladies of the 
audience may not have agreed with all that 
was said, but certainly they enjoyed un- 
restrainedly the humour, even where it told 
against their sex. Interesting types are in- 
troduced in a couple of self-made millionaires, 
one of whom has had no time to read, and 
is puzzled to know.what is meant when he 
is told, by the lady to whom he proposes 
and offers a tour round the world, that what 
he~wants is a ‘‘ Baedeker.’’ The“%other is 
the father of a tennis champion: a rather 
breezy type of the American flapper.
